SITUATION AND PREPARATION OF GROUN D.— A place apart from other flowers 
should, if possible, be assigned to them, sheltered from high winds, but open and not surrounded 
by trees, as closeness is very apt to cause mildew. Roses will grow in almost any soil if properly 
prepared and generously treated, but that which is specially suited is a rich loam of a greasy 
nature. Where this is not to be had and the soil is light and stony, add some loam in addition to 
manure ; if the land is strdng clay, it should be broken down by the addition of cinder or wood 
ashes and chalk. Having selected the site, the ground should be bastard-trenched or double 
dug to the depth of 18in. or 2ft., keeping the subsoil below' but thoroughly breaking it up and 
a supply of manure well decayed carplfilly mixed in. with the soil. The beds should be prepared 
a short time previous to planting to allow' the soil time to settle down. The best manures are 
decayed farmyard and stable refuse ; as an extra fertilizer bone dust or Jin. bones are very good.. 
It should, however, be borne in mind that newly-planted roses do not require too large a dressing 
of strong manure ; it would only be detrimental to the formation of young fibrous root, (which 
has to form after transplanting), and retard rather than promote growth. This is particularly 
noticeable w'hen putting in single specimen plants ; gardeners will sometimes dig out the holes 
which are to contain the plants, removing a lot of the soil and fill in a large proportion of strong 
manure ; consequently when the rose is planted the root goes into almost pure manure ; this will 
certainly burn all young fibrous roots as soon as they start to form. A little good manure, well 
mixed in with the soil, would be far better. Later on, the following season, when the plants 
have become established, stronger doses can be turned in the ground during the winter or very 
early spring, when the beds and borders are dug. Artificial fertilizers (except bone manure), 
should be avoided with newly-planted roses, but may be used with advantage to old established 
plants. 

PLANTING. —May be done at any time when weather is open, from middle October to 
the middle of March ; Autumn planting gives the best results. In planting Dwarf Roses place 
the point at which the plant is budded just below the surface of the soil, and plant firmly ; shorten 
any extra long shoots to prevent blowing about in the wind. Dwarf (or Bush) Roses may be 
placed about 20in. from plant to plant. Standards should be planted a little deeper than Dwarfs, 
and each one staked, the distance apart being 2Jft. Keep a mat over the roots to prevent drying’ 
and just at time of planting sprinkle the roots well so they go in moist. Single plants on lawns 
or in borders to form large specimen trees should be planted in the same way, only a large hole, 
must be prepared, some fresh soil and manure added, and the stem kept free from any grass or 
undergrowth for about 9in. or 12in. round it. Climbers should have plenty of root room, and a, 
good quantity of fresh soil given, as they exhaust the land quickly standing on the same ground 
for many years, making strong growth and producing quantities of flowers. Any varieties required 
for pegging down should be selected only from the Climbers, Pillars, and extra strong growers. 
If any trees become shrivelled from exposure at the time of planting, they can soon be brought 
round ; place them at full length in a trench, just cover with soil, and give them a thorough, 
good soaking of water ; after three days the shrivelled appeafance will have gone and they 
can be safely planted. This is only likely to occur when quantities have to be got in and the 
weather is very dry and windy during planting. 

ROSES ARRIVING DURING A FROST. — Afrost will occasionally set in unexpectedly 
after plants have been put on the rail. They will have taken no harm on this account and cam 
be left in the straw bundle for a few days, but if there is no change in the weather, they should 
be unpacked and the roots placed in soil in a sheltered part of the garden, covering the heads, 
with straw litter or mats. They will be perfectly safe so, and can be planted the first opportunity. 

WATERING. — When planted late this is most necessary, and especially so if the spring 
and summer be dry. Sprinkle overhead frequently during dry times, and whter at the root 
when required. Hoe the soil after watering, as this will help to keep in the moisture. 

PRUNING should be done the end of March and early in April. For full directions see 
instructions under heading of each class of roses. -Hybrid PerpetualS, page' 9 ; Teas, page 34 ; 
&c., &c. Pruning forms an important part of rose culture. Some classes require hard cutting 
and others none at all. The hints under each section should therefore be found useful. 

PROTECTING.— Many of the Tea, Hybrid Tea, and other tender roses require protecting 
during severe weather in winter. Dwarf plants may be readily protected by drawing the soil 
over the centre or crown to the height of three or four inches — this will be found an excellent 
method and saves the plant as far as it goes ; if further covering is required, fern brakes or wheat 
straw placed loosely among the heads will be a great safeguard. Standards must have fern 
brakes, tied in the heads. All covering should be removed when winter is over and a mild time; 
sets in.

THINNING AND SUCKERING. —While the plants are growing don’t allow too many 
shoots on a branch or to a plant. Select the best formed buds and remove some of the small 
side ones in order to obtain the best and most perfect flowers. Look out for suckers (i.e., wild wood 
which breaks out from the root under the ground), cut them close back to the stock. A small 
spud can be used to clear the soil and enable the knife to cut the sucker off at the joint. They 
will occasionally pull clean off by hand if carefully tried, but this is not always easy or effectual, 
and if any part of the sucker remains it quickly grows again. 

TO DESTROY GREENFLY AND CATERPILLARS. There are many Insecticides 
advertised such as Nicotene Soap, Jeyes’ Horticultural Summer Wash, etc., which will destroy 
green fly, but they must be used in the cool of the evening. 

Caterpillars and maggots can only be destroyed by careful hand picking. These will easily 
be found by the curling qp of the foliage or small perforation of the leaves. 

DISEASES. 

MILDEW. —The best cure for this is to spray the plants with Jeyes’ Horticultural Summer 
Wash immediately it makes its appearance ; and to repeat the spraying at an interval of about 
a week. This should be done in the cool of the evening, after sundown. 

RED FUNGUS OR RUST seldom comes until late in the flowering season, and appears 
impossible to stop. It does not, however, permanently injure the plants, and it is a singular 
fact that the Tea-Scented and Noisette Roses never suffer from this disease ; the high-coloured 
Hybrid Perpetuals seem the most liable to it. As a safeguard against attack next season all 
infected foliage should be gathered up and burned. 


ROSES IN POTS. 

FOR CULTIVATION IN COOL HOUSES AND FOR FORCING.— The best way 
to grow these is to procure plants at least one year established in their pots. Top dress with fresh 
soil and manure in the autumn and keep them plunged outdoors till winter is almost upon them, 
then take under glass, keeping the temperature of tile house as cool as possible, only using heat 
to banish frost. Pruning need not be done for at least a fortnight, and during this period no 
water should be given ; this will thoroughly harden the wood, and what foliage remains will 
drop off, which is natural, and will the better let in light to the centre of the plant. Prune hard 
■back the general run of Teas and Hybrids to three or four eyes from the base, cut out any weak 
or bad wood, leaving centre of the plants open. For Climbers with several shoots cut the weakest 
shoots hard back to induce growth from the base, and leave the long strong shoots about three 
parts of their length ; prune in January for flowering in April (earlier or later as you may wish 
to have them in bloom). 

In bright weather syringe the heads daily with chilled water (avoiding the flowers when in 
colour), this will keep the foliage clean, promote growth, and maintain a moist atmosphere in 
the house. Smoke the house to destroy green fly ; this, however, must not be done on a bright 
day, or when the plants are damp, the evening is generally the best time. The morning after 
fumigating, if bright, give the plants a thorough good syringing to remove the dead fly and clean 
the plants. Maggots can only be destroyed by careful hand picking. 

Be careful in giving air on cold windy days, as a direct draught is likely to cause mildew, a 
most troublesome disease, the best preventive is flour of sulphur, made into a paste with water, 
and painted on the hot water pipes, and if these are hotter than usual, so much the better, as 
the sulphur fumes are also a good preventive for red spider. Dust the mildew affected parts 
of the plant with the flour of sulphur or syringe with a weak solution of Jeyes’ Horticultural Wash. 

Top ventilation is best, and shade should be given during hot weather by light blinds or 
syringing the roof and sides with whiting and skim milk. 

Water the plants when required, using water of same temperature as the house, and occa¬ 
sionally give weak solutions of liquid manure, cow droppings and soot, also bone meal and guano 
are good fertilizers. This “ feeding " of the plants can be slightly increased as they begin to 
show flowers. 

After flowering, the plants should be plunged outdoors, but, for a time, must be frequently 
watered, to keep in healthy condition and to promote growth for next season’s flowering, later 
on they can be gradually hardened off by decreasing the supply of water. 

Some prefer to purchase ground plants and pot them up. The treatment for these would 
be the same, but they should be potted in early autumn and kept outdoors till frost comes, then 
remove to cool frames, bringing into the house when no fire heat is required, and flowering them 
about May or early in June. The next and following season they can be forced for winter flowering 
is required.

Hybrid Perpetual Roses. 

This is a beautiful class, including as it does mahv of the hardiest kinds. The chief 
secret of success with this section is the knowledge of how and when to Prune. The 
class may be taken as a whole, and any varieties requiring special treatment will be 
dealt with under their descriptions. 

PRUNE in the middle or latter part of March (earlier or later as the season may 
prove mild or cold), first cut out any dead or weakly wood, keeping the centre of the 
plants open, then cut the remaining shoots down to sound healthy wood to within 3 in. 
to 12 in. of the base ; this hard pruning keeps the plants compact and promotes new life 
for future years. Remember, the weakest plants should be cut back the hardest and 
the strongest shoots to be left the longest. With old-established plants the treatment 
would be the same, only cutting back to within about 3 in to 6 in. of the previous year’s 
pruning, but each year one shoot should be cut hard back to promote young growth 
from the base ; this will prevent the plant b&coming too straggling. A few in this section 
marked P. if required to be grown as pillars or for pegging down, the first spring after 
planting they should be pruned back within ij ft. to ft. of the base, tied to pillars or 
bent over and pegged down as required, the next and following seasons they should only 
be trimmed a little to keep within bounds, always, of course, taking out dead and useless 
wood. It must also be remembered in the case of varieties with strong growth and 
described as " not requiring close pruning,” that even these sorts will be the better for 
being pruned fairly hard the first spring after planting ; they can in after years be 
treated as suggested. 

The above remarks apply equally to Standard as to Dwarf plants.

They are hardy in an ordinary season, but would require a little protection 
during a severe winter, much in the same way as Teas (see “ Protecting,” page 5). 

PRUNING.— If grown for exhibition, or if large specimen blooms are required rather 
than a quantity of flowers, the plants should be cut hard back, and may be treated much 
m the same way as advised for the Hybrid Perpetuals (see page 9). If for garden decora- 
tion_ only, cut out bad and weak wood and shorten the longest shoots a little. Some 
varieties are useful only as garden and decorative Roses ; in such cases special treatment 
5r pruning is given with description.

1 his charming class is easily distinguished from others by the peculiar and delightful 
fragrance of the flowers and beautiful foliage. All the different shades of yellow wanting 
in Hybrid Perpetuals will be found in this class. All are suitable for pot culture or 
planting m conservatories ; again, on walls they are invaluable. When planted out¬ 
doors, if possible a warm sheltered situation should be chosen. If the soil is heavy or wet, 
it should be drained, and some lighter soil or decayed leaf mould mixed with it ; raised 
beds are also recommended. 

In severe weather protect the heads with common fern or brakes (see “ Pro¬ 
tecting,” page 5). 

Prune early in April.— The varieties in this class, if grown for show purposes or 
for fine specimen blooms, should be cut back hard to good sound wood as advised for the 
Hybrid Perpetuals (see page 9), but if required for garden decoration and for cutting in 
quantities, take out any weak and bad wood, shorten the remaining shoots a little, but 
always take care to cut below any parts that mav have been injured by frost. 

Varieties requiring special treatment will be noticed in their descriptions. 

Standards and Half Standards, with cart and attention in the way of protection in 
severe weather, will pass through a winter quite as well as the Dwarfs Of Standard and 
Dwarf Teas a great number is grown, all on Briar Stocks specially selected. The finest 
show flowers in this section are undoubtedly grown on Standard and Half Standard Briars.

Climbing Varieties. 

The following kinds are all the best and most suitable climbers for Conservatory and 
outdoor cultivation on Walls, Pillars, Arches, etc., and for pegging down ; all are of 
vigorous habit of growth. It is generally advisable to cut fairly hard back the first time 
of pruning to induce new growth from the base, the next and following years merely shorten 
the longest shoots and take out any weak and surplus wood. It is a good plan to select 
and cut one shoot hard back from year to year, in order that fresh growth may constantly 
be forming from the base and thus prevent the plant from becoming naked below. Roses 
on walls must not be neglected during dry times, and even after a rain it will be noticed 
that some plants have received very little benefit, as probably the shower may have blown 
from a wrong quarter to reach them properly ; all, plants on walls should therefore be 
watched and watered when required, a little liquid manure added will help the growth and 
give colour to the flowers. When planted out under glass keep the temperature of the 
house as low as possible until the plants are established ; syringe the heads daily and water 
at the root when required. In some respects the hints on Cultivation of Pot Roses will 
be found useful for roses planted out under glass, but the pruning of climbing varieties 
will be the same as given above for outdoors.

As there appears to be an ever-increasing demand for 
this rose, and many customers experience a difficulty 
in growing it to perfection, the following hints, it is 
hoped, may prove useful. 

If grown out-doors it should be given a warm, dry 
situation on a west or south wall, and pruned early in 
April, as instructed under the heading of Climbing Roses. 
To obtain Marechal Niel in the height of its beauty and 
productiveness it should be grown in a cool house 
either planted out in the house or on a standard briar 
stem with the root planted outside in a carefully prepared 
bed, and the head carried under glass through the wood 
or wall side, just so as to appear above any staging 
(much in the same way as with vines). After planting, 
remember the dry atmosphere of the house is likely to 
cause the shoots to die back unless frequently syringed 
until it is established and growing ; water must also be 
given at the root when required. Prune hard back 
the first season to produce growth of two or three 
good strong shoots for training along or up the house 
about 18 in. from the glass, the next and following seasons 
cut back directly after flowering to these strong selected

horizontal and upright shoots, from which you will thus 
get fresh wood for the next yeai’s flowering. When 
the growth is young it should be carefully watched for 
mildew, this is generally caused by giving air on a cold 
or windy day, the disease spreads very rapidly if neg¬ 
lected, care must be taken to stop it immediately it 
makes its appearance ( see page 6). Feed the plant well 
when thoroughly established and flowering freely. The 
above treatment would also apply to other good climbing 
Teas and Noisettes planted under glass.

Rose Hedges are principally of two classes- 

I. The moderately high hedge for encircling the beds of rose gardens, or for terrace 
banks, etc. The most suitable varieties are the strongest growers amongst the 

Chinas, Rugosas, Scots and Sweet Briars. 

They should be planted in a double row, thus * * * * * 2J ft. from plant to plant, on well 
manured and deeply trenched land to give a good start, after which they will take care 
of themselves, if kept clean and free from all undergrowth. The classes should not be 
mixed, the fence will be more satisfactory if composed of one class only. 

II . For larger hedges or screens, the preparation of the ground would be the same, 
but stout poles or galvanised iron uprights with feet must be placed at intervals, and 
standing 6ft or 7 ft. out of the ground ; to these should be attached four rows of strong 
galvanised wire. Only one row of plants is necessary, and these can be planted 4 ft. 
apart ; as they grow the shoots should be tied to the lines of wires and poles ; in two or 
three years they will have filled up the spaces, covered the wires and poles, and produce 
a perfect mass of flowers. No pruning is necessary, except to thin out all bad and useless 
wood and keep the hedge from overhanging walks too much ; this can easily and effectu¬ 
ally be done by clipping with a pair of shears early in March. The most suitable varieties 
are the strongest growers amongst the 

Wichuraianas (see pages 50 and 51).

Extra Tall Standard Weeping Roses. 

4 to feet, 3/6 each ; 5 to 6 feet, 5/- each ; 7 feet and oyer, 7/6 each. 

Standard Roses on tall stems, planted singly in various parts of the garden, or to 
form a centre in a large bed, make very handsome and attractive objects. They must 
be firmlv staked and the long trailing shoots should be arched over and tied to the stems, 
umbrella fashion, to grow as weepers (also see Special Trainers, page 6o), after one season 
the shoots will retain their positions, and send out lots of laterals, blooming freely through¬ 
out the Summer. Only slight pruning is necessary if planted in Autumn, but if left till 
the Spring they should be cut fairly close, otherwise the drying winds of March and 
April will cause them to gradually die back, as the roots are not sufficiently established 
to sustain the head so far from the base. When once established little pruning will 
be necessary other than to cut out surplus wood and shorten the ends of the long trailing 
shoots.

Rosa Rugosa — Japanese Roses 

AND THEIR HYBRIDS. 

These are excellent for planting in shrubberies, as they make large bushes, anil the 
brilliant scarlet pods produced after flowering are very handsome and attractive. These 
varieties are also much used in covert planting, game being very fond of the seed pods ; 
they do not require pruning after the first spring of planting, except to cut out any dead 
wood.

Those described as “ early and late flowering ” should be pruned hard back the 
first spring after planting, and in after years cut out dead and bad wood and shorten 
the remaining shoots half way. 

Those described as “ summer flowering ” should be pruned close the first spring 
after planting, and subsequently require little, if any, pruning, except to take out surplus 
wood and keep within bounds.

Irish Fireflame (A. Dickson & Sons, 1913), buds deep maddery orange 
splashed with crimson, becoming fiery orange crimson as the flowers 
open ; large single flowers of gorgeous colouring. Awarded the Gold 
Medal of the National Rose Society, early and late flowering. Standards

Irish Glory {A. Dickson & Sons, 1900), silvery pink, flamed on the back 
of the petals with crimson, single flowers of large size, produced in 
clusters ; very free and fragrant, early and late flowering. 

Isobel ( McGredy & Sons, 1916), single, carmine red, flushed orange 
scarlet, with a faint Austrian copper shading ; a true five-petalled 
single variety ; very free flowering and good for massing. Awarded 
Gold Medal of the National Rose Society. 

Morgenrot. Hybrid Tea (P. Lambert, 1903), rich crimson, large single 
flowers, early and late flowering. 

Moysei, single flowers, deep brownish red, two inches across, very distinct. 

Mrs. A. Kingsmill (Paul .& Son, 1911), pale pink, the reverse of petals 
soft rose, dwarf, bushy, and perpetual, with single shell-shaped petals, 
good autumnal. 

Mrs. W. T. Massy. Tea ( 5 . Bide & Son, 1911), described as an orange 
coloured Irish Elegance, and a very beautiful addition to the single 
decorative section, early and late flowering. 

Princess Mary. Hybrid Tea (E. J. Hicks, 1915), deep crimson scarlet 
with bright yellow anthers, a single variety of very rich colouring, 
and exceedingly free flowering. Awarded Gold Medal of the National 
Rose Society.' 

Queen Alexandra (Rev. Pemberton, 1915), single flowers, produced 
in corymbs, several blooms on a stem ; pale yellow, flushed and edged 
salmon pink, with prominent golden stamens. 

Queen Of the Belgians (E. J. Hicks, 1916), single, colour rich 
salmon pink, flowers carried erect ; dwarf habit of growth ; a good 
decorative variety. Awarded Gold Medal of the National Rose Society. 

Rosa Altaica, lemon white with yellow anthers, summer flowering. 

Rosa Sericea var. Pteracantha (Paul & Son, 1906). This variety is 
particularly remarkable for its fern-like foliage, and very large ruby 
red spines ; it produces single white flowers, close to the main stem 
in the axils of the leaves ; most suitable for rock work, and to grow 
as a bush, summer flowering.
